FELLOW CITIZENS: 


In submitting my report, I purpose to speak fearlessly and 
truthfully of the condition and progress of our schools. The 
office of school committee came to me unsought, and in dis- 
charging its duties, I have had before me continually the best 
interests of the schools, and the most economical management 
of the same. Our schools have been more than usually suc- 
cessful during the year; the larger districts securing the 
services of our ablest and most accomplished teachers, with 
the best results. No school has been a failure. I am of the 
opinion that known practical ability in a teacher not only pro- 
duces the most satisfactory results, but is the most economical 
at any price. We have a large amount of home talent, 
teachers who are always successful, whose services should be 
secured in preference to those from abroad. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


No one outside the office of school committee can compre- 
hend the pressure upon, and the inducements made to com- 
mittees by publishers and book agents, to introduce new 
school books. Commissions and valuable presents are made 
and offered by them to accomplish their purposes, and those 
committees in the different towns are the best able to withstand 
the seige, who have ‘‘ coms¢derable backbone.” I have re- 
ceived from such during the year, several hundreds of letters, 
postals and advertisements. This whole thing is uncalled 
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for, and is simply a nuisance. In a few schools, where I 
found a deficiency in the first principles of grammar, I have 
introduced ‘* Swinton’s New Language Lessons” for beginners, 
with good success. No other changes have been made or are 
needed. 


ABSENCES. 


Among the faults in our schools, that of irregular attendance 
is the most prominent, as shown by the different registers. . In 
one large school, there are nearly four hundred absences re- 
ported during the two terms of school. The remedy for this 
is with parents. Those families are the greatest losers, who 
permit their children to attend in this inconstant manner. 


PRIMARY AND ANNUAL MEETINGS. 


For the first time in the history of our State laws, the 
statute confers upon females the elective franchise, in our 
school meetings. The advantages of such a law are not ap- 
parent, since the result is yet an experiment. The poet hath 
said of woman: 


‘Seek to be good, but aim not to be great ; 
A woman’s noblest station is retreat ; 
Her fairest virtues fly from public sight; 
Domestic worth—that shuns tov strong a light.’” 


Advice given in regard to the choice of prudential commit- 
tees is almost thrown away, and yet upon this choice often- 
times depends the success of the school. 

True worth is the great characteristic for which we should 
look in any individual, for whom we propose to vote. Prac- 
tically, we give the control of our children to the person we 
elect, relying upon his judgment and discretion. for the selec- 
tion of teachers, and the management of all district affairs. It 
would sometimes be better to know and understand our duties. 
both as citizens and individuals, and learn to bow, with all re- 
spect, to law, and those who have authority over us, rather 
than indulge in harsh words, or rough language. 
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SCHOOL REGISTERS. 

The registers furnished by the State for teachers, are differ- 
ent from any before used, and require much time and care. 
From those returned, I judge they are not well understood. 
Out of the thirteen districts but few are correct, while others 
are nearly useless. I present in the usual form, the report by 
districts, because justice to some of them requires that this be 
done. 

I purpose to report the progress and advancement made in 
the several districts, or otherwise, as I find them, giving credit 
to scholars where it is due, rather than attempt a_ historical 
and npiographical sketch of the different teachers, as sometimes 
occurs, and is too often made the prominent part of the school 
report. 

Disrrict No. 1.—WHiITE. 

Martha E. Osgood, teacher. This district has had thirty 
weeks of school during the year, under the management of one 
teacher, and with the best of success. There are several ad- 
vanced scholars, who at the public examination honored them- 
selves as well as their teacher,in the different exercises. Progress 
made in the different branches, satisfactory. Thoroughness in 
everything attempted was the rule. The beauty of good and 
healthy discipline was strikingly illustrated. This school pre- 
sented, to my mind, a good model for imitation. Spelling was 
a specialty, on an improved plan. Reading and rhetorical ex- 
ercises very commendable. 

A strong interest in the school was manifested at the exam- 
ination, by the parents and visitors present. This district is 
harmonious and united, good feeling existing between parents, 
teacher and scholars. This is a desirable school for any 
teacher who can manage successfully first-class schools. 


District No.*2—Y ELLow: 


M. Lizzie Putnam, Concord, teacher. The reputation and 
standing of this school was high, at the commencement of the 
summer term, Miss Putnam only having to take up the lines 
and drive the team. A good and successful term of school 
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was the result of her efforts, which were appreciated and 
pleasing, examination very interesting, rhetorical exercises well 
performed, dicipline, mild but effective and satisfactory. 


Annie M. Osgood, teacher, winter term. The parents of this 
district were unanimous for this teacher for this term. This is 
one of our good schools. I found some fine, noble scholars and 
well advanced in attendance during this term of school. Good 
progress and thorough instruction were apparent. Reading 
very good. ‘This school excels any other in town in prompt- 
ness of answers, and clearness of voice in speaking. A room 
full of visitors at the closing exercises of the term bespoke the 
large interest of the district in their school. The register 
shows the deportment of the scholars as being very high. The 
location of the house in this district is very prominent and ex- 
posed. Strangers and travellers naturally inquire about it in 
passing. It is pleasing for me to record, that out of chaos and 
darkness, light has arisen, and the parents of this district can 
point to their school as their pride, and unitedly maintain it. 


District No. 3.—VILLAGE. 
PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 


Alice E. Foster, teacher. This school of more than thirty 
little folks under the age of twelve years, was well and satis- 
factorily managed. On my last visit I found pleasant and 
happy faces in the room. Reading and spelling the principal 
branches taught. 


GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 


Annah M. Wheeler, teacher. I found this school at the 
summer term, composed of both the grammar and primary 
departments. I think this the most difficult school:in town to 
manage. It is too much the custom in this district to let the 
teachers do their own rowzng, wholly. If they are succcess- 
ful, well, if they fail it is about the same. The large experi- 
ence of this teacher enabled her to overcome obstacles that 
one less accustomed to in teaching would hardly dare attempt. 
Thorough discipline was maintained throughout the term. The

branches taught were well understood, and all questions at the 
closing examination satisfactorily answered. 
William H. Brown, teacher, winter term. In every en- 
terprise undertaken, energy and force of purpose are quite 
necessary. There is no better chance for the display of either 
of these traits, than in this school More of either during this 
term might have been employed to advantage. There are 
some good scholars in this school, who some day will take a 
high rank in life. Classes were very kind and respectful to 
me, in answer to all questions asked. With the large amount 
of school money, and other advantages within the*control of 
this district, it ought to stand first among our schools. Until 
these are more fully appreciated—until union of effort is ef- 
fected, and the strong and influential citizens who live in this 
pleasant village, interest themselves more deeply in school 
matters, we can hardly hope for any change of circumstances. 


District No. 4—Ctoucu Hiv. 


Minie E. Bachelder, Chichester, teacher. This school was 
managed with an unusual amount of firmness and force of 
character for one just commencing to teach. Perfect satisfac- 
tion was given to every parent in the district. The examina- 
tion, thorough and pleasing, and was fully attended by the la- 
dies of the district. Good progress made. 

Mrs. C. Lake, Chichester, teacher, winter term. Some dis- 
satisfaction existed in this district as regards the engagement 
of this teacher, which did not heal perfectly during the term. 
The labor performed by this teacher was all that could be de- 
sired. Her method, clear and distinct. The progress and 
advancement in all the branches taught was to me satisfacto- 
ry. The discipline was not that which this school demands. 
No person should for a moment think of engaging this school, 
unless competent to maintain good order. A firm and strong 
hand can only go through the term successfully. 


District No. 5—Brown. 


Newell Lovering, teacher. This school has had but one 
term, and a good one. Often these small schools are passed 
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by lightly, because of the small number of scholars. I have 
found none so small but that I became interested in them. 
Some of our very best scholars frequently appear in them, as 
is the case in this school. The efforts of this teacher were sat- 
isfactory. The examination was well conducted, and a good 
and successful term of school made apparent to all. 


District No. 6—RInDGE. 


Sarah A. Bachelder, teacher. The wisdom of employing 
the same teacher for a succession of terms, is conclusive to my 
mind, wherever I find schools making progress like this. The 
management of this school was very good. Two little girls 
distinguished themselves as very fine readers. Another spelled 
more than two hundred words in succession without a mis- 
take. She is entitled to the honor of being the best speller 
that I have seen. <A good interest was manifested in the clos- 
ing exercises by the large number of visitors present. Exami- 
nation, brilliant and interesting. 


District No. 7—Moore. 


Annie I. Ballard, Concord, teacher. Summer and winter 
terms both under the same teacher. Small in numbers but 
large in progress and advancement, well applies to this school. 
It seemed to be the purpose of this teacher to maintain disci- 
pline, and by diligence and labor, honor the position which 
she fills as teacher, and benefit both the scholars and parents 
of this district. 


District No. 8—OsgBorn. 


Mary Blake, teacher. ‘This teacher passed a very fine ex- 
amination, when applying for a certificate to teach. I visited 
her school at the commencement, which promised to be satis- 
factory. Notice of the close failed of reaching me, conse- 
quently I lost the opportunity of visiting it. 

Winter term taught by Sarah N. Wallace, Epsom. A very 
- good and satisfactory term of school. Here are some good 
scholars, and well advanced. Examination well attended, 
and a good interest in the school manifested by the parents of 
the district. 
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DistricrT No. '9—HILt. 


Jesse F. Weeks, Gilmanton, teacher. Only one term for 
the year. ‘The interest in this district in school matters is 
small. This teacher did everything in his power to make a 
good school, and was worthy of a better situation. Scholars 
are disposed to be roguish and sometimes unruly. Really, 
this school needs, at least, one term, where the meaning of 
the term dzsczplinve is explained and illustrated in all its length, 
breadth, and height. 


DISTRICT INO. IO—-PLEASANT ST. 


Dora V. Weeks, teacher. This district has a preference 
for those teachers it has tried and proved. ‘This is a pleasant 
school and finely situated, and both terms well and thoroughly 
managed. Good and satisfactory progress in all branches was 
made during the first term. The scholars were studious, kind 
and respectful to the teacher. The examination was conduct- 
ed with ease and quietness, the scholars acquitting themselves 
honorably and to the satisfaction of both parents and visitors. 
Good discipline and true refinement were noticeable charac- 
teristics of the school. 

Henry F. Drake, Pittsfield, teacher, winter term. This 
was a continuation of the progress and efforts heretofore made 
by the same teacher. ‘Thoroughness in instruction given was 
the principle in teaching this term. The grammatical dispo- 
sition of words, and analyzing of sentences was as thoroughly 
illustrated by a former pupil of D. K. Foster, as any instance 
that came under my observation in any school in town. 


District No. 11—Netw Dover. 


Mattie J. Flanders, Fisherville, teacher. Both terms under 
the care of the same teacher. ‘This school is situated at the 
corner of the town, and is formed by a union with Chichester, 
and belongs,to Loudon. It bids fair to take a position in the 
front ranks of our schools. No other district has taken the in- 
terest in ornamenting the play-ground with trees that this dis- 
trict has. I found here one of our largest schools as regards 
numbers, and the future looks promising. A visit to this 


ap 
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school brings to remembrance those days of fifty years ago, 
when large families of children were tashionable, and strong 
minds and robust forms one of the purposes of life. 

Miss Flanders seems to have been the right person in the 
right place. Her excellent scholarship and refinement of 
manner were necessary and useful in this school. Good re- 
sults were noticeable at the examination. Discipline good 
and satisfactory. Unity of purpose and effort among the pa-

Some fonr weeks be- 
fore the close of the winter term, Miss French obtained a cer- 
tificate from the committee of Loudon. I visited it at the close 
of the term in connection with the Canterbury commit- 
tee, and found a very fair school in operation. The teacher 
returned her Register containing her record from the time of 
receiving her certificate from the Loudon committee only. It 
is entirely useless to mein my report. This school appears to 
have been proceeding improperly throughout the year. Le- 
gally it is a part of and belongs of Loudon, and nowhere else. 
It is a union of adjoining districts in different towns for school 
purposes, and by the statute is known only as one district, and
